During its long run the play 
won both the 1954 Pulitzer Prize for 
Drama and the 1953-54 New York 
Critics Circle Award for the Best Amer- 
ican Play and David Wayne took home 
the 1953-54 Antoinette Perry Award 
for the Best Performance. After highly 
successful national and_ international 
tours this enchanting, human comedy 
came into the realm of the non-profes- 
sional theater and has become a near 
classic in the “community circuit.” 

Among author John Patrick’s other 
Broadway successes, theatergoers will 
remember The Willow And I and The 
Hasty Heart. His screen plays for Hol- 
lywood include Three Coins In The 
Fountain, Love Is A Many Splendored 
Thing, High Society, and Les Girls.
